Corydon Surrendered! 
Rebels Within 15 Miles of New Albany! 



Ae stated in Thursday night's despatches, 

Morgan ruptured Corydon, but further par- 
ticulars we have not obtained. One report 
says that the force of Home Guards, who un- 
successfully resisted his approach upon Cory- 
don, had all been taken prisoners; another 
that they are falling back upon N. Albany be- 
fore the advancing foe, who was this morning 
within fifteen miles of New Albany, and if 
not retarded will certainly reach there to-day. 
De is closely pursued by our enraged soldiery, 
who will capture him and his entire force; but 
.perhaps not before he can do some damage. 

Since writing the above we learn that Col. 
Jordan and two hundred Home Guards were 
taken prisoners at Corydon, after a deter- 
mined but unsuccessful resistance. The losses 
wo cannot give, but learn that thoy were 
alight. 

Agricultural Statistics. — The newly or- 
ganized Agricultural Bureau under the effec- 
tive charge of Commissioner Isaac Newton 
will be of incalculable benefit to commercial 
men and planters. The following table iire- 
ents a very short abstract of the returns to the 
Department of the amount and condition of 
the crops in M<,y, 1863: 
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A fuller report, embracing other matter?, 
will shortly be issued and sent to our corres- 
pond* nta and the press generally. 

This table can readily be understood by all. 
The number 10 represents an average of the 
crops, both as to their amount compared with 
the crops of 1862, and tbeir<j/>p«jrane<in May, 
1863. A number above or below 10, repre- 
sents as m»Dy tenths as it is above or below 
it. Thus 8 is two-tenths below an av cra,; 
and U is four-tenths above it. 

The table is prepared by first taking an av- 
erage from the returns of each county, aud 
1 these an average of each State, as pub- 
td in the table.

From this it will be seen that, despite tho 
ravages of war, the frequent invasions of our 
State, and the continued occupation of a part 
of its area by the rebels, the Kentucky crops 
looked exceedingly promising in the mid 
spring. The average amount of land sown 
with winter wheat was only one-tenth less 
than in 1»62, while the appearance of the crop 
Was one-tenth better; the planting and appear- 
ance of rye were reduced one-tenth; the plant- 
ing of corn was reduced one-fifth, but iU ap- 
pearance was of average promise; tho plant- 
ing of oats showed the same redaction, and its 
appearance was one-tenth lees favorable; one- 
tenth Iks of potatoes had been planted with 
average prospects of yield; the planting of 
sorghum had increased fifty per cent with an 
average appearance; while cotton planting had 
increased one hundred and seventy per ceat, 
and improved its average appearance one-fifth.

GENERAL MEADE'S VK'TOIIY-TIIE BEGIN- 
NING AND THE END OKTI1E INVASION" -

BATTLE bCENKS AND INCIDENTS. 

IIOADOVAaTHRS A BUT Or THB POTOMAC, ) 

Near Gettysburg, July i. / 

The campaign which has practically termi- 
nated in the rout whose last sullen echoes are 
dow dying away among the hills beyond 
Gettysburg, was "the most significant and re- 
markable of the war. It has solved mora 
riddles; it ha3 taught more lessons; it has 
been a brighter advantage to the cause of the 
Union, aud a more signal disaster to that of 
the rebellion, than any victory wou by the 
Federal armies since McClellan hurled back 
the rebel legions to Virginia from the memor- 
able field of Antietam. The Army of the 
Potomac, under a cloud since the slaughter at 
Fredericksburg and the blunder at Chancel- 
loreviilo, has redeemed itself ia the eyes of the 
nation and the world, to a level with iu 
standard of the days whea it was led to vic- 
tory by the leader whose heart may well leap 
within him as he contemplates this last 
achievement of his beloved old-time comrades. 
Theories of its inferiority, bora of the mis- 
takes of Pope, Burnside, and Hooker, and 
nurtured by the contrast of its failures with 
the recent victories of Western troops, are 
effectually shattered. It is shown to the pub- 
lic — it has always been evident to military 
judges— that this army has the capacity for 
fight, the endurance, the elan, and the energy 
to render it inviocible in the hands of a cool 
and skilful General. 

The first movement toward the invasion of 
Pennsylvania was opened soon after the bat- 
tle of Chancellorsville by a cavalry move- 
ment, which was met and quashed at Brandy 
Station by General Pleasonton about the 1st 
of June. On the Kith ultimo, General Milroy 
was attacktd at Winchesterter by the advance 
of Lee's army under General Kwell, and fled 
disgracefully, after ashort conflict, to Harper's 
Ferry, abandoning all bis stores and cannon to 
the rebels. This opened the way for the ad- 
vance of the l ie across the Potomac. Anoth- 
er force of its cavalry crossed the upper Poto- 
mac on the 15th, causing great consternation 
in Maryland and lower Pennsylvania. It en- 
tered Chambersburg and Mercersburg in the 
evening. The alarm caused by this raid was 
unnecessarily great, for the main army of Lee 
bad not yet reached the south side of the I'o- 
mac. The Union garrison at Frederick, MJ., 
fell back to the Relay House on the 16tb. A 
detachment of the enemy attacked Harper's 
Ferry the same day, but was shelled back by 
General Tyler from Maryland Heights. 

Ten thousand rebel infantry crossed the Po- 
tomac at Williamsburg in the night, begin- 
ning in earnest the great invasion which was 
now fully shown to be intended. The fights 
at Aldie on the 18th and 19th were betweeu 
General Pleasanton's and a body of the ene- 
my's cavalry, which is supposed to have llank- 
ed their rear. More rebels constantly poured 
across the Potomac, and on tho 19th Ewell's 
entile division occupied Sharpsburg, in Mary- 
land. By this time Pennsylvania, New York, 
and New Jersey began their great effort to re- 
pel Lee's advance from the North; Hooker, re- 
posing in pastoral quiet at Fairfax Station, in 
Virginia, did not disturb himself with any 
euch activity. He watched, waited, and was 
r I. Milroy's stampede, the clamor of 
which, it seems, might have come to him 
from over the western mountains: the cries of 
help from Harrisburg, Pittsburg, Carlisle, and 
minor Pennsylvania towns; the tremulous 
appeals from Philadelphia and Baltimore — all 
these did not serve to arou3e him from 
his lethargy, or give him the least idea of 
where bis enemy was. It was not until a 
voice of command from Washington, inspired, 
it is believed, from the midst of his own army, 
came sounding in his ears like a fire-bell in 
the night, that he ordered up his tent-stakes 
and bagan his march northward over the Po- 
tomac. Meanwhile, Gen. Couch had com- 
menced the organization of a militia force at 
Gettysburg to check the twenty thousand men 
under Ewoll, who were raiding like banditti 
through the country. The main rebel army 
was entirely across the Potomac below Wil- 
liamsburg on the 26th, moved northward via 
UcConnellsburg and Chambersburg, and be- 
gan in partially scattered columns its advance 
through Pennsylvania in the direction of 
Philadelphia aad Baltimore. The rashness 
and audacity of this movement seemed to 
confound the General then in command of this 
army. Every mile over which Loe now 
marched lengthened his lines of communica- 
tion in such degree as would have imperilled 
it beyond peradventure had Hooker seen fit 
to improve bis advantage. Forty thousand 
troops and a hundred pieces of rebel artillery 

Sassed through Chambersburg on the 27th. 
'n Sunday York was occupied by General 
Early, who made his famous levy on its citi- 
zens. Harrisburg, Ung threatened, was not 
yet attacked. 

Gen. Meade took command of this army oa 
Sunday, the 28th ult. At that time his head- 
quarters were at Frederick and Lee's at Ha- 
gerstown. It will be seen that he was in the 
southwest, and consequently in the rear of the 
foe, imminently threatening his liue of re- 
treat. The army of the Potomac began its 
campaign from that moment. Orders were 
issued to the several corps to move early in 
the evening, and on the morning of the 29th 
our whole brilliant and hopeful host was in 
motion toward Pennsylvania. ' The 1st, 3d, 
and 11th corps encamped on Tuesday at Boat 
mettsburg; the 2d and 12th also pi'ched their 
tents near by. The 6th corps marched to Car- 
lisle Wednesday morning, the first day of this 
month forever memorable. The 1st corps, 
under Major-Gcneral Reynolds, and the Utb, 
under Major-General Howard, started for Get- 
tysburg, Reynolds in command, where they 
arrived at 10 o'clock A. M. The 1st carps, iu 
the advance, marched directly through the 
town. The enemy was discovered posted in 
a wcod to the westward, near the Lutheran 
Theological Seminary. The beginning of the 
three days' conllict was at hand. 

TUB) BATTLB Of WBD.N1SDAT. 

One who hos been in the presenSe, who now 
site among the echoeB, and whose brain teem3 
with rushing memories of a conflict so recent 
and so vf>st, may well pause before attempting 
to indicate its magnitude or describe its pro- 
gress. Rash as the advance of General Rey- 
nolds has been pronounced by many brother 
ollicers who cow lament his death, I question 
whether it was not after all for the best. It 
served at once as a reconnoissance, showing 
the enemy's exact position and probable force, 
and as a check ujton any offensive movement 
which that enemy might have been intent up- 
on. It secured the Army of the Potomac the 
commanding position on Cemetery Hill from 
which the battles of the two succeeding days 
were chiefly fought, and which, had the rebel 
commander anticipated the engagement, he 
would doubtless have secured for himself. 
Not less, perhaps, than the skill of the gener- 
als who directed the battle on our side,. gave 
us the victory. When, therefore, the heroic 
1st corps and its fated commander placed 
tbtmselves in the terrible dilemma of Wednes- 
day morning, they won a knowledge by their 
sacrifice worth all the world to us thereafter. 
The corps marched in the following order: 
1st division under General Wadsworth; 
id division under General Doubleday; five 
full batteries under Colonel Wainwright ; 
•ith division under General Robinson. 

A portion of our artillery took position half 
a mile south of the seminary. The enemy 
opened fire upon it with such fierceness as 
forced the batteries to retire, which they 
commenced doiDg in good order. General 
Wadsworth immediately came to their aid; 
two of bis regiments, the 2d Wisconsin and 
the 24th Michigan, charged the rebel infantry, 
forcing them in turn to retire. The batteries 
assumed n excellent position further iu the 
rear, which they held during the day. Gen. 
Reynolds now rode forward to inspect the 
field and ascertain the most favorable line tor 
the disposal of his troops. Oueor two mem- 
bers of his staff were with him. The enemy 
at that instant poured in a cruel musketry 
fire upon the group of officers; a bullet struck 
Gen. Reynolds in the neck, wounding him 
mortally. Crying out, with a voice that 
thrilled the hearts of his soldiers, "Forward! 
for God's sake, forward!" he turned for au in- 
stant, beheld the order obeyed by a line of 
shouting infantry, and falling into the arms 
of Capt. Wilcox, nis aid, who rode beside him, 
bis lira went out with the words, "Good God, 
Wilcox, I am killed." 

The command of the corps devolved upon 
General Doubleday, who hurried to the front, 
placed it in position, and awaited a charge 
which it was seen the rebels were about to 
make. An eminence whereupon stood apiece 
of woods was the important point thenceforth 
to be defended. The rebels advanced and 
opened fire from their entire line. They were 
instantly charged upon by Meredith's Western 
brigade, who, without Bring a shot, but with 
a tremendous cheer, dashed forward with such 
swiftness as to surround nearly 600 of the foe, 
who were taken prisoners. A strong column 
immediately advanced against us from the 
woods, and, though volley after volley was 
poured into them, did not waver. Their prox- 
imity and strength at last became so threaten- 
ing that the brigades of the 2d division was 
ordered to make another charge, which wa3 
even more successful than thefir3t. Their mo- 
mentum was like an avalanche; the rebels 
were shot, bayoneted, and driven to partial 
retreat, more than two regiments falling into 
our bonds alive. Our rank9 suffered fearfully 
in this demonstration, and it was evident that 
such righting could not long go on. 

The 11th corps now made its appearance, aad 
its General (Howard) assumed command of 
the forces. Steinwehr was ordered to hold 
Gettysburg and Cemetery hill — all his artille- 
ry being placed in the latter position. The 
other two divisions of the 11th corps, under 
Shultj and Barlow, then supported the 1st 
corps, on the right, in time to resist two des- 
perate charges by Ewell's troops, A third 



charge was now made by the entire rebel force 
in front, which comprised the corps of Hill and 
Ewell, sixty-two thousand strong. The sho?k 
was awiiul. The superior numbers of the foe 
enabled them to overlap both of our (laults, 
threatening us with surrounding and capture. 
Their main efl'ort was directed against our left 
wing, and notwithstanding the gallant fight- 
ing done by our soldiers at that point, they at 
last obtained such advantage that Gen. How- 
ard was forced to retire his command through 
the town to the east, which was done in good 
order, the compliments of the rebels mein- 
while falling thick among it, in the shape of 
shells, grape, and canister. 

The two corps were placed in line of battle 
on Cemetery Hill at evening, having with- 
stood during the entire day the assaults of an 
enemy outnumbering tbem three to one. Not 
without grief, not without misgiviog, did the 
officers and soldiers of those corps contemplate 
the day's engagement and await the on3et 
they believed was to come. Their comrades 
lay in heaps beyond the village whose spires 
gleamed peacefully in the sunset before them. 
Reynolds, the beloved and the brave, was 
dead, and Zook slumbered beside hira. Bar- 
low, Panl, many field and scores of line offi- 
cers bod been killed. The men of the 1st corps 
alone could in few instances turn to speak to 
the ones who stood beside them in the morn- 
iag without meeting with a vacant space. The 
havoc in that corps was so frightful as to deci- 
mate it fully one half, and that in the 11th 
corps — nobly rescued from the suspicion 
which rested upon it before — was scarcely less 
great. Yet the little army flinched not, but 
stood ready to fall as others had fallen even to 
the last man. With w*at a thrill of relief 
General Howard, who had sent messenger af- 
ter messenger during the day to Slocnm and 
Sickles, saw in the distance at evening tho 
approaching bayonets of tho 3d the 1 2th 
corps, only they can tell who fought beside 
bim. Those corps arrived and assumed posi- 
tions to the right and left of the 1st and 
11th on the heights about Cemetery Hill 
at dusk. The enemy made no further demon- 
stration that night. Gen. Meade and staff ar- 
rived before 11 o clock. The commander then 
examined the position, and posted the several 
corps in the following order: The Twelfth 
I Slocum ) on the right, the Eleventh ( Howard ) 
next, the Second (Hancock), First (Double- 
day), and Third (Sickles) in the centre, tho 
Fifth (Sykes) on the extreme left. The situa- 
tion was brilliant, commanding. For almost 
the first time in the history of this army's ca- 
reer belonged the advantage in the decisive 
battles whicH ensued. 

The heights on which our troops were post- 
ed sloped gently downward from our front. 
The line stretched in a semi-circle — its convex 
centre toward Gettysburg, the extremes to- 
ward the southwest and south. Ledges on the 
interior sides gave our soldiers in some instan- 
ces a partial shelter from artillery. Every 
road was commanded by our cannon, and the 
routes bv which Lee might otherwise soonest 
retreat in case of his defeat were all in our 
possession. At every one weaker than others 
reserves were judiciously posted, and the cav- 
alry — an arm of the service scarcely brought 
into play in some recent and destructive bat- 
tles — protected both our flanks in immense 
numbers. 

Thus the great army lay down to sleep at 
midnight, and awoke on the morn of a day 
more sanguinary than the last. 

THB I1ATTLB OP THURSDAY. 

On what a spectacle the sun of Thursday 
rose, the memory of at least that portion of 
our forces who witnessed it from Cemetery 
Hill will linger forever. From its crest the 
mutiles of fifty cannon pointed toward the 
hills beyond the town. From the bluffs te the 
right and left additional artillery frowned, 
and away on either side, in a graceful and 
majestic curve, thousands of infantry moved 
into battle line, their bayonets gleaming 
like serpentd" scales. The roofs of Gettysburg 
in the valley below, their rifts of woodland 
along the borders of Rock creek, the orchards 
far down on the left, the fields green aud beau- 
tiful, in which the cattle were calmly grazing, 
composed a scene of such peace as it appeared 
was never made to be marred by the clangor 
of battle. I strolled out to the cemetery ere 
the dew was yet melted from the grass, and 
leaned against a monument to listen to the 
singing of birds. One note, milder than the 
reet, had j us t broken from the throat of an oriole 
in the foliage above me when the sullen rattle 
of musketry ou the left told that skirmishing 
bad begun. Similar firing soon opened along 
the entire rebel line, and although no notable 
demonstration was made during the forenoon 
it was apparent that the enemy was feeling 
our strength preliminary to some decisive 
effort. 

The day wore on full of anxiou3 suspense. 
It was not until i o'clock in the afternoon that 
the enemy gave voice in earnest 

He then began a heavy fire on Cemetery 
Hill. It must not be thought that th 13 wrath- 
ful fire was unanswered. Our artillery began 
to play within a few moments, and hurled 
back defiance and like destruction upon the 
sebel lines. Until 6 o'clock the roar of can- 
non, the rush of missiles, and the bursting of 
bombs, filled all the air. The clangor alone 
of this awful combat might well have confused 
and awed a less cool and watchful commander 
than General Meade. It did not confuse him. 
With the calculation of a tactician and the 
eye of an expeiienced judge he watched fron 
his headquarters on the hill whatever move- 
ment under the murky cloud which enveloped 
the rebel lines might first disclose the inten- 
tion which it was evident this artillery fiirng 
covered. 

About C o'clock P. M., silence, deep, awfully 
impressive, but momentary, wai permitted as 
if by magic to dwell upon the field. Only the 
groans unheard before of the wounded and 
dying, only the murmur— a morning memory 
— of the breeze through the foliage, only the 
low rattle of preparation for what was to come, 
embroidered this blank stillness. Then, as 
the smoke beyond the village was lightly borne 
to the eastward, the woods on the left were 
seen filled with dark masses of infantry, three 
columris deep, who advanced at a quick- 
step. Magnificentl Snch a charge by such 
a force — full 45,000 men, under Hill and 
Longs'.reet — even though it threatened to 
pierce and annihilate the 3d corp3, against 
which it was directed, drew forth cries 
of admiration from all who beheld it. Gen- 
eral Sickles and his splendid command 
withstood the shock with a determination that 
checked but could not fully restrain it. Back, 
inch by inch, fighting, falling, dying, cheer- 
ing, the men retired. The rebels came on 
more furiously, halting at intervals, pouring 
volleys that struck our troops down in scores. 
General Sickles, fighting desperately, was 
struck in the leg and fell. The 2d corps 
came to the aid of his decimated column. 
The battle then grew fearful. Standing firm- 
ly up against the storm, our troops, though 
still outnumbered, gave back shot for shot, 
volley for volley, almost death for death. 
Still the enemy was not restrained. Down 
he came upon our left with a momentum that 
nothing could check. The rifled gnns that 
lay before cur infantry on a knoll, were in 
dareer of capture. Gen. Hancock was wounded 
in the thigh, Gen. Gibbon in the shoulder. 
The ith corpe, as the 1st and 2d wavered 
anew, went into the breach with such shouts 
and such volleys as made the rebel column 
tremble at last. Up from the valley behind, 
another battery came rolling to the heights 
aid flung, its contents in an iastant down in 
the midst of the enemy's ranks. Crash! crash 1 
with discbarges deafening, terrible, the mus- 
ketry firing went on; the enemy, reforming 
after each discharge with wondrous celerity 
and firmness, still pressed up the declivity. 
What hideous carnage filled the minutes be- 
tween the appearance of the ith corps and 
the advance to the support of the rebel col- 
umns of still another column from the right, 
I cannot bear to tell. Men fell as leaves fall 
in autuma before tho9e horrible discharges. 
Faltering for an instant, the rebel columns 
set med about to recede before the tempest. 
But their officers, who ceuld be seen through 
the smoke of the conflict galloping and swing- 
ing their sworda along the lines, rallied them 
anew, and the next instant the whole line 
sprang forward as if to break through our own 
by mere weight of numbers. A division from 
the 12th corps on the extreme right reached 
the scene at this instant, and at the same time 
Sedgwick came up with the 6th corps, having 
finished a march of nearly thirty-six consecu- 
tive hours. To what rescue they came, their 
officers saw and told them. Weary as they 
were, bare-foo'.ed, honpry, fit to drop for slum- 
ber, aa they were, the wish for victory was so 
blended with the thought of exhaustion that 
they cast themselves in turn en matte into line 
of battle, and went down on the enemy with 
death in their weapons and cheers on their 
lire. The rebel camel's back was broken by 
this "feather." His line staggered, reeled, aud 
drifted slowly back, while the shouts of our 
soldiers lifted up amid the roar of musketry 
over the bodies of the dead and wounded, pro- 
claimed the completeness of their victory. 
Meanwhile, as the division of Sloeum's corps 
on the extreme right left its post to join in this 
triumph, another column of the enemy, under 
command of Gen. Ewell, had dashed savagely 
against our weakened right winp, and as the 
lailure to turn our left became known it seem- 
ed as if determination to conquer in this part 
of the field overcame alike the enemy 3 fear of 
death and his plans for victory elsewhere. 

The fight was terrific, and for fifteen min- 
utes the attack to which the three divisions 
of the 12th corps were subjected was more fu- 
rious than anything ever known in the history 
of this army. The 6th corps came to their 
suprort, the 1st corps followed, and from dus!: 
into darkness, until half-past 9 o'clock, the 
battle raged with varied fortune and uuubated 
fury. Our troops were compelled by over- 
powering numbers to fall back a short dis- 
tance, abandoning several rifle-pits and an 
advantageous position to the enemy, who, 



haughty over his advantage and made 003- 
perate by defeat in other quarters, iheu 111^ 1- 
a last struggling charge against that division 
of our right wing commanded by Gen. Geary. 
Gen. Geary's troops immortalized them e ! 
by their resistance to this attempt. They 
stood like adamant, a moveless, death-doaling 
machine, before whose volleys the rebel col- 
umn withered aud went down by hundreds. 
After a slaughter inconceivable the repulse of 
Ewill was complete, and he retired at 10 o'- 
clock, P. M., to the position before referred to. 
The firing from all quarten of the field ceased 
soon after that hour, and no other attack was 
made until xnorning. 

TUB BATTLB OF FRIDAY. 

As one who stands in a tower and looks 
down upon a lengthy pageant marching 
through a thoroughfare, finds it impossible at 
the close to recall in order the appearances 
and the incidents of the scene, so I, who sit 
this evening ou a camp-stool beside the ruins 
of the monument against which I leaned lis- 
tening to the. robin of yesterday, find it im- 
possible to recall with distinctness the details 
of the unparalleled battle just closed. The 
conflict, waged by 160,000 men, which has oc- 
cupied with scarce an interval of rest the en- 
tire day, from 4 A. M. until 6 o'clock this eve- 
ning, contains so much, so near, and such vo- 
lnminons matter of interest as one mind can- 
not grasp without time for reflection. 

This last engagement has been the fiercest 
and most sanguinary of the war. It was be- 
gun at duylight by Gen. Slocum, whose troops, 
maddened by the loss oi many comrades, and 
eager to retrieve the position lost by them on 
the preceding evening, advanced and deliv- 
ered a destructive firo agaiast the rebelj under 
Ewell. That general's entire force responded 
with a charge that is memorable even beyond 
those made by them yesterday. It was des- 
peration against courage ! The enemy's fire was 
mingled with yells, pitched even above its 
clangor. They came on, and on, and on, while 
the national troops, splendidly bandied aud 
well posted, stood unshaken to receive them. 
The fire with, which they did receive them 
was so rapid and so thick as to envelope the 
rapks of its deliverers with a pall that shut 
them from sight during the battle which raged 
thenceforward for six dreary hours. Out of 
this pall no straggler came to the rear. The 
line scarcely flinched from its position during 
the entire conflict. Huge masses of rebel in- 
fantry threw themselves into it again and 
again in vain. Back, as a ball hurled against 
a rock, these masses recoiled, aud were re- 
formed to he hurled anew against it with a 
fierceness unfruitful of success — fruitful of 
carnage, as before. The strong position occu- 
pied by Gen. Geary, and that held by Gen. 
Birney, met the first and hardest assaults, hat 
only fell back a short distance before fearful 
odds, to re-advauce, to re-assume and to hold 
their places in company with Syke s division 
of the oih corps, and Humphrey's( Berry's old 
division) of the 3d, when, judiciously rein- 
forced with artillery, they renewed and con- 
tinued the contest until its close. It seemed 
as if the gray- uniformed troops, who were ad- 
vanced and readvanced by their officers up to 
the very edge of the line of smoke in front of 
our infantry, were impelled by some terror in 
their rear, which they were as unable to with- 
stand as they were to make headway against 
the fire in their front. It was hard to believe 
such desperatios voluntary. It was harder to 
believe that the courage which withstood and 
defeated it was mortal. 

The enemy gradually drew forward his 
whole line until in many places a hand to 
hand conflict raged for minutes. His artille- 
ry, answered by ours, played upon ourcolumns 
with frightful result, yet they did not waver. 
The battle was in this way evenly contested 
for a time, but at a moment when it seemed 
problematical which side would gain the vic- 
tory, a reinforcement arrived and were form- 
ed in line at such a position as to enfilade the 
enemy and teach him at last the futility 
of hiB efforts. Disordered, routed, and 
confused, his whole force retreated, and 
at 11 o'clock the battle ceased and the 
stillness of death ensued. This 3ilence contin- 
ued until 2 P. M. At this moment the rebel 
artillery from all points, in a circle radiating 
around our own, began a terrific and concen- 
trated fire on Cemetery Hill, which was held, 
as I have previously stated, by the 11th and 
2d corps. The flock of pigeons, which not 
ten minutes previous had darkened the sky 
above, were scarcely thicker than the flock of 
horrible missiles that now, instead of sailing 
baimlessly above, descended upon our posi- 
tiou. The atmosphere was thick with shot 
p-Dd shell. The storm broke upon us so sud- 
denly that soldiers and officers — who leaped, 
as it began, from their tents, or from lazy 
siestas on the grass — were stricken in their 
rising with mortal wounds, and died, some 
with cigars between their teeth, somo with 
pieces of food in their fingen, and one at least 
— a rale young German, from Pennsylvania — 
with a miniature of his sister in his hands, that 
seemed more meet to grasp an artist's pencil 
than a musket. Horses fell, snicking such cries 
as Cooper told of, and writhing ibenisMves 
about in hopeless agony. The boards of fen- 
ces, scattered by explosion, flew in splinters 
through the air. The earth, torn up in clouds, 
blinded the eyes of hurrying men; and 
through the branches of the trees and among 
the grave-stones of the cemetery a shower of 
drstiuction crashed ceaselessly. As, with hun- 
dreds of others, I grrqied through this tempest 
of death for the shelter of the bluff, an old 
man, a private in a company belonging to 
the 24th Michigan, was struck searcely ten 
feet away by a cannon ball, which tore 
through him, extorting such a low, intense 
cry of mortal pain as I pray God I may never 
again bear. The hill, which seemed alone de- 
voted to this rain of death, was clear in nearly 
all its unsheltered places within five minutes 
after the fire began. 

Our batteries responded immediately. Three 
hours of cannonading ensued, exceeding in 
fierceness any ever known. Probably three 
hundred cannon were fired simultaneously 
until 4 o'clock, when the rebel iofant-y wero 
again seen massing in the wools fronting our 
centre, formed by the 1st and 2d corp3. Geu. 
Doubleday's troops met this charge with the 
same heroic courage that had so often repelled 
the enemy in his desperate attempts. The 
charge was made spiritedly but less venom- 
ously than before. Gen. Webb, commanding 
the 2d brigade, 2d division, of the 2d corps, 
met the main fury of the attack with a steady 
fire that served to retard the enemy's ad- 
vance for a moment. That moment was oc- 
cupied by the rebel General Armistead in 
steadying his troop9 behind the fence. 
General Webb immediately ordered a charge, 
which was made with such eagerness and 
swiftness, and supported by such numbers of 
our troops, as enabled us to partially surround 
the enemy, and capture Gen. Armistead aud 
3,000 of his men. The carnage which accom- 
panied this charge and the terror inspired by 
it were so great as to reduce numbers of the 
foe to actual cowardice. They fell upon their 
krrees and fac<9, holding forward their guns 
and begging for mercy, while their escaped 
comrades, panic-stricken and utterly routed, 
rushed down arross the ditches and fences 
through the fields and through Gettysburg. 
Not a column remained to make another start. 
The triumph fought for during these three ter- 
rible day9 belonged at last to the noble Army 
of the Potomac. 

With a pen that falters, with a hand and a 
heart heavy in the presence of this great con- 
quest; saddened by the death of not a few 
friends, and sick of the sights and sounds that 
have so long shocked my eyes and numbed my 
thoughts; with a vision deceived, perhaps, in 
many instances, by the mere tumult of the 
conflict; and with ear filled by divers reports 
and estimates of officers and surgeon3, I can- 
not, I dare not attempt to give you an account 
or opiniom of our losses. They are great. But 
compared with those of the enemy they are 
like as pebbles to grains of sand along the 
shore.

ARMY OF THE CUMBERLAND. 

Big Black Rivbb, June 28, 1863. 
The 9lh division Army of the Tennessee, 
General Peter Joseph Osterhaus, has been re- 
moved to this important poiDt from the front, 
and is fortifying thp bluffs on the western side 
of the river nearest Vicksburg. The oppo- 
site eide, where the fight of the ITtb ult. took 
place, is a low marsh which is occasionally 
overflowed by the high water, but which was 
heavily fortified by the enemy, they endeav- 
oring to make a stand there, and, by over- 
whelming us, save the tremendous trestle 
work bridge here, which is of immense value 
to the garrison in Vicksburg. They might 
bavu held the high bluffs on this side the river 
for a long time against what force we pleased 
10 throw again8t its front, but we could have 
flanked them and entered Vicksburg in their 
rear bad the attack been delayed or lasted 
much longer. As it is with us, a flank move- 
ment around this point from tbem will mere- 
ly be a flank movement in our favor, as 
it will throw them between our forces 
here, which consists of the best fighting ma- 
terial and the oldest veterans in Grant's 
army — Osterbans'e division — and Sherman's 
med corps at Haines's Bluff, which is com- 
posed of the most methodically mad men 
in a fight that the world tas ever seen. So 
that with the arrival of heavy reinforcements 
from above, and the general belief that we 
will not be forsaken or cast away from the 
long sought for harbor, just as the tide is most 
in cur favor, we have contentedly seated our- 
selves around and in the vicinity of thedoomed 
city, engaged both in prosecuting with vigor 
ttis particular portion of the war for the sup? 
r ression of the rebellion, and in the equally 
laudable and worthy business of vigilantly 
looking out to the rear thai our comrades may 
cot he subjected to an attack from other points 
than those frowning bastion and snake-like 
trenches ibat appear to offer enough work for 
double cur cumber. 



I presume if every 3iege of a city was as 
produc tive of improvements in the mode of 
warfare ag the tiege of Vicksburr; has been, in 
six months the eharve of cavalry on 3hips at 
sea would lie considered as 9ma!i skirmishes. 
Every style of fire-arm is engaged, every 
make and brand of cartridge, BDefl, hand 
grenade, sky rockets, hot wr.ter, live coals, ex- 
plosive miuie balls, buck and ball cartridges, 
thrown from Enfield, Springfield, Wbitworth, 
Armstrong, Dahlgren, howitzer, mortar, co- 
lumbiads, Parrots, blunderbmses, escape pipes, 
and engine hose, are some of the ingrenienfs 
that liake up this olla ^udriiiioi infernal war. 
A look-out is established near Gen. Horey's 
division headquarters, bv means of a tall tree 
with a ladder affixed, at the top of which the 
interior of the city can be easily seen, and in 
more instances than one the movements of 
their troops have been observed. At another 
point a solitary sharpshooter, a Lieutenant of 
an Iowa regiment, has by permission detached 
himself *. n 3 huilt .1 solid tower of cotton bales 
and earth, behind which he shelters himself and 
in which he remains alone all the time, hav- 
ing bis meals brought to him, and repairing 
his hermitage himself when disabled. He 
adds to its height every night, until now it 
overlooks the heaviest tort in their line, and, 
armed with a telescopic rifle he picks off eve- 
ry unfortunate Confederate that comes be- 
neath his notice. The sharpshooters belrTw 
him manage to keep the enemy's artillery si- 
lent, as they have been doing* ever since the 
first sdyance upon the works, when Oater- 
haus's infantry managed to keep the cannon 
quiet until our own redoubts were bnilt. This 
sharpshooter is called Lieut. Ooonskin, from a 
coonskin cap which he is noted by.and he has 
done considerable execution in a quiet way. 

On Tuesday the lively monotony of the 
?iege was relieved by the partial blowing up 
of a fort in front of Logan's division by the 
aid of tunnelling and mining. The train was 
set and ready wheu our men heard the rebels 
attempting a counter mine. At fivo o'clock 
the men were all ordered to the rifle-pits, with 
instructions to open a brisk fire at the explo- 
sion, and similar instructions were given to 
the artillery in that immediate vicinity. The 
match was applied, and one corner of the fort 
was blown high in air, while tho artillery and 
musketry took up and prolonged the dinning 
howl that the mine bad started. Expecting 
an assault at that point, the enemy massed 
troops near it immediately, and remained in 
position under a sweeping, murderous artillery 
and musketry fite from our men until dark, 
without returning it. 

The slaughter is supposed to be considerable, 
and the failure to obtain a foothold in the fort 
is not to be deplored, as it was not, 1 believe, 
the intention to attempt it, aud it was not at- 
tempted. Our rifle-pits, that night, however, 
were advanced to the ruins of the fort, the 
rebeli falling back to the opposite side, and 
thus the position remains, both parties having 
an equal claim upon the fort ana firing across 
it during the day. By tacit coneent they cease 
hostilities at night and throw pickets forward; 
the following occurrences mark the peculiari- 
ty of their situation : Our pickets, advancing, 
meet an armed troop, and the command is 
''Halt! who comes there?' Rebs, with a 
countersign of our own!" is tho reply. "Ad- 
vance Rebs and give the countersign!" 

"No! I'll be damned if I dol Lets stack 
aims and settle the war .question together! " 

"Enough said! " and the two parties most 
deeply interested in success and defeat, lay 
aside all animosity and resolving themselves 
into a committee of investigation on the con- 
duct of the war, deliberate npon events and 
occurrences, with none of the dignity of, but 
considerable more interest and vivacity thin 
that honorable body that condemned McClel- 
lan. With the coming of dawn conversation 
ceases, roth parties retire safely to their rifle- 
pits, and operations commence again. 

The news, whether true or not, has betn 
promulgated officially to the troops that Port 
Hudson has fallen. Geo. Grant issued an or- 
der stating that that was the official informa- 
tion he had received, but giving none of tho 
details. The rumor now is that the number 
of prisoners was 14,000. 

Gcn.E. U.C.Ord, of Pennsylvania, is now in 
command of the 13th army corps, Maj. Gen 
John A. McClernand having been superseded. 
Few things could have depressed the spirits 
of the old Thirteenth more than being de- 
prived of their beloved commander. Not a 
West Pointer, he had shown himself one of 
the most capable generals of the age. His 
corps has besn foremost in the beginning of 
the expedition, being the only one engaged in 
the affair at Thompson's Hill until late in the 
evening, when it was reinforced by Logan's 
division of McPherson's corps. 'Twos in the 
advance, and did good service at Champion's 
Hills, Big Black river, at the fortifications on 
the Kith of May, aDd although his superses- 
sion was somehow coupled with his action of 
the 22d of May, his corpe certainly fought as 
bard, advanced as far, and suffered as much as 
any other engaged in the assault of that day. 
Of course no one questions Gen. Grant's jus- 
tice orGen.Ord's ability, but in the displacing 
01' pen. McClernand. the former has lost a 
bluut, sturdy coin se lor aid the 19th army 
corps a trusted and beloved commander, the 
filling of whose place satisfactorily will call 
ferth all Gen. Ord's talents and capacities. 
We hope and tiust he will fill it satisfactorily, 
and we heartily welcome him since we must 
lose Gen. McClernand. 

A corps of Paymasters has paid us a wel- 
come visit lately and filled our pockets full to 
overflowing of the only money how current 
in this section of the country. Greenbacks 
are actually received by residents down here 
with all the greed of a hungry wolf, and Fed- 
eral soldiers are received if not with delight 
at any rate with a degree of cordiality we had 
hardly a right to expect. The conduct of the 
ladies here, who are heart and sonl interested 
in the eucccss of the rebellion, is noticeable in 
comparison with the rebel sympathizers of the 
female sex who live in Kcutucky, and show 
their treasonable qualtities, or did before the 
promulgation of Order No. 38, "by sneering 
at ever) thing that is brave and heroic 
among Union troops. No one will assert 
lhat ibere ia more spirit among the rebel 
women North than there is in the hearts 
ot Mississippi women whose fathers and 
sons are in the war on their side, aud yet the 
impressiou created by the Federal soldiers 
now here is such that many of these women 
declare they can iiever forgive themselves for 
entertaining such sentiments towards the 
Yankees as they formerly did. One lady, a 
most high-toned aud polished Southern rights 
believer, declared to an officer of our army 
wbo expressed his regrets that he was com- 
pelled to quarter some sick and wounded at 
her residence: "Colonel, I would, on my honor, 
v, hen you first came here, have preferred being 
killed to seeing you, but3iuce I have seen and 
known what Federal troops really are, I am 
astonished that I ever thought as I did then. 
Send your sick and wounded to my house. 
Ko Northern lady shall attend them more as- 
siduously or administer to their wants more 
promptly. 1 beg tof you to send them. I 
want th'm to come.' Compare such sen- 
timents as that uttered by a born and 
bred daughter of the South with the silly ro- 
mantic trash of tcbool-girl imitators in the 
North, about Southern Rights aad ruthless 
marauders! Wherever our Western army 
goes that is the impiession left in its victori- 
ous track. The citizens outside of the be- 
leagured city, and cut off from supplies, have 
rations issued to them from our own commis- 
sary, and hundreds of ladies and families who 
were in the city at the commencement ot the 
bombardment are now encamped at Yonng s 
Point opposite, and fed by our supply trains. 
Ah, Kentucky secession ladies, come down 
here, and, for something better, feed on Uncle) 
Sam's hard bread and fat bacon, and encamp 
in a marsh in bell tents, and when you return 
to Kentucky there will be no necessity for 
Order No. 38. Stop that abuse of Uncle Sam, 
be is a gallant old gentleman, and is fighting 
against men, not women and children. 

The women, without an exception that I 
know of, w ish for the success ot the rebellion, 
but do not for that reason consider it necessary 
to divest themselves of all lady-like manners 
toward those who oppose their wishes. 

A most unfortunate and deplorable accident 
has just occurred in our regimeut (the 22d 
Kentucky ). Private Jcre Wells, of co. A, 
while carelessly handling hit gun, it is sup- 
posed in jest, made at private Wm. T. Walla, 
of the same company. The gun (unknown 
to Wells) was loaded and tired, the muzzle 
touching Wall's abdomen; the ball passed en- 
tirely through him, and, grazing the thi^b of 
William Wilson, passed through Michael 
Leary's leg and wounded Phillip Schelmer in 
the thigh. Walls died in an hour afterwards, 
w bile the wouaded men, though severely hurt, 
are not any of them mortally. Walls was a 
citizen of Frankfort, quite well known there, 
having been bar-keeper at the Capitol Hotel 
for a long time, and enlisted at Camp Prentice 
at the first organization of the regiment. He 
was buried this Sunday evening. He leaves a 
young and interesting wife to mourn the un- 
timely accident lhat has bereft her of a hus- 
band. The other parties all reside in Louis- 
ville, and belong to company A, except Shlem- 
mer, who belonged to company K. When will 
carelessness wiih fire-arms cease? Wells i3 
new under a heaTy £uard to await the action 
of a court of inquiry in his case, although the 
man is certainly nearly distracted at the re- 
sult of his carelessness. 

The health of the 22d Kentucky regiment, 
and itdeed of the entire army here, is better at 
present than it has ever been before. We are 
eucamped on hills where the pure air of heav- 
en tempers the heat of the Southern sun to our 
braw nj Northern constitutions. The climate 
to us is much like that of Kentucky, and some 
think it is much pleasanter. For my own in- 
dividual part I don't; but then, wheu the sun 
beats down his very fiercest rays on our de- 
voted heads, we think of the hot time the 
doomed gmrison in Vicksburg is having, and 
Yi e bear bravely up. C. G. S.

Cixciknati, July 10. 

It is reported this morning that rebel forces 
are operating on the river between here and 
Louisville with the intention of capturing 
passenger boats. 

The Cincinnati Gazette's Vicksburg corres- 
pondent says that among the officers captured 
are 1 Lieutenant General, 4 Major Generals, 
and between 15 and 20 Brigadier Generals. 
The garrison comprised 20,000 men. 

(Special to the Times.) 

Miodlmcro, Md., July 9. 

The number of wagons destroyod by our 
cavalry is over five hundred. Buford destroy- 
ed two hundred Monday, and Dahlgren one 
hundred and seventy the same day, and on 
Saturday and Sunday burned between two 
and three hundred. Fully one-third of the 
transportation of the rebel army ha3 been de- 
stroyed, and damage to them of fully twice 
what they are ablo to carry out of Pennsylva- 
nia. 

Oa Saturday tho enemy pressed our cavalry 
back upon Boonsboro, aud on Sunday, threw 
a few shells into the place. Buford then de- 
termined, his burses being vory much exhaust- 
ed, to rest them, and fought the rebels for two 
hours, driving them clean back to Antietam 
Creek. 

By a captured letter we learn that the ene- 
my are trying to shove a portion of their forces 
and their wounded across the river. 

(Special to the Tribnne.) 

Niw York, July 10. 

A despatch from the front, dated July 9, 
says: Intelligence, just received, concerning 
the cavalry fight of yesterday near Hagers- 
town with part of Stuart's forcas, supported 
by iufantry, which took up a strong position 
in the woods south of them, after a determined 
resistance, on the arrival of Gen. Buford, to- 
ward night, resulted in a gallant charge, which 
distinguished itself particularly upon the 
grounds occupied by the rebel infantry, driv- 
ing them from the woods. 

Dm forces occupied the ground first chosen 
by the rebels. 

We lost from 50 to 100 killed and the enemy 
about tho same, with the addition of some 50 
prifoners. 

Gen. Kilpatrick, erroneously reported killed, 
charged the enemy in person and drove them 
at least three miles. 

One thousand prisoners passed through 
Frederick on their way to Baltimore to-day. 
Among them are several officers. 

News from the Upper Potomac is more en- 
couraging. It is almost certain that Lee will 
be brought to battle ou this side the river and 
un#er great disadvantages. 

It has been ascertained that he has only 
managed to cross his wounded and part of his 
Pennsylvania spoils; having, so far as is 
known, no bridge, but a large number of 
boats, 

The two armies at last accounts wore not 
more than ten miles apart, Gen. Lee's stretch- 
ing from Hagerstown to Williamsport, and 
Meade's being npon the march from Boones- 
boro on two roads towards him. Our tele- 
graph is already four miles beyond Boonesbo- 
ro, our advance being at that point. 

SflippENSBi ttO, Penn., July 9. 

The armies of Generals Meade and Couch 
are rapidly concentrating in front of the 
Army of Virginia. The headquarters of 
General Couch are here to-night. 

The news to-day from Waynesboro shows 
that a portion of Lee's army is only three 
miles from the forces of Gan. Smith. 

The enemy's cavalry paid a flying visit to- 
day to Greencastle, probably fur the purpose 
of watching our movements and gathering up 
supplies. Lee is still behind at Hagerstown. 
Kxciting events are likely to take, place dur 
ing the next two days. 

Boossboho, July 9. 

There is no active operations on our front 
to-day. After the cavalry fight yesterday the 
enemy drew in their forces towards Hagers- 
town, and formed in line on elevated ground 
from Frederickstown, on the right bend of the 
river, below Williamsport, on the left, thus 
uncovering the Sheppardstown crossing. 

Stouts and reconnoitring parties report Lee 
entrenching his front, drawing ammunition 
from his train on the Virginia side, and mak- 
ing general preparations for another battle. 
It is contradicted to-nijiht that we have a 
forte in Lee's line of retreat in Virginia. It 
is not likely that a general battle will be de- 
layed beyond to-morrow. 

Washington, July 9. 
The operations of Gen. Dix's command at 
the White House and on the Peninsula are 
successful, having cut off all direct communi- 
cation fiom Richmond and Gen. Lee s army, 
and detained a large number of troop3 in and 
about Richmond, which would otherwise have 
gone to reinforce Lee. 

St. Locw, July 10. 
An enthusiastic meeting was held at the 
courthouse last night which was participated 
in by those opposed to the action of the late 
State Convention ia adopting the present 
scheme of emanc ipation, and in declaring the 
exemption of slave property from taxation; 
in denying tho people the right to elect their 
own'rulers, and in refusing the people the priv- 
ilege of voting upon the ordinance of emanci- 
pation. Mayor Filley presided. Speeches were 
made by Chas. D. Drake, Henry T. Rlone, C. 
P. Johnson, D. G. Brown, and others. Reso- 
lutions were adopted setting forth that the ac- 
tion of the convention at its last session was 
arbitrary, tyrannical, and in opposition to the 
plainest principles of a republican govern- 
ment, and proved that the source from which 
it eminated was unworthy the respect of a free 
people! Although the title rends "ordinance 
for the emancipation of slaves," we can 
regard the convention's enactment in no other 
light than a covert attempt to strengthen and 
perpetuate slavery in Missouri, uuder cover of 
their disguise of "professed pin pose to accom- 
plish freedom, exhibit a spirit so narrow and 
mercenary, and at the sam? time so unfair 
as to equally merit our condemnation aad con- 
tempt; that we hold the people of Missouri as 
citizens of a State occupying a place in a re- 
publican government aud are entitled to the 
principle of jxipular sovereignty and the right 
to choose their own rulers; that, in condemn- 
ing the ac tion of the convention as a body, we 
except from our denunciation a minority of 
true men, who labored to secure to the people 
constitutional rights and benefits of speedy 
emancipation; that, in our judgment, the 
condition of Missouri demands the relief which 
would be offered by emancipation not year3 
bence, but now; and we therefore declare 
ourselves in favor of a plan of emancipation 
which will be most speedy in its operation; 
that we recognize iu the authority of the 
Legislature to call a convention fresh from 
the people the appropriate meaus of obtaining 
redress from the impositions practised by the 
old convention and from the burdens en- 
tailed upon us by the institution of 
slavery; we therefore call upon the Legis- 
lature to order an election, for members to a 
new convention at an early day as practica- 
ble, and hereby instruct Senators and Repre- 
sentatives from this county to give their votes 
and influence to that measure; that a commit- 
tee of seven be appointed by the President of 
the meeting to make necessary arrangements 
of lime, place, etc., for holding a State conven- 
tion to carry out the views of the meeting.

To the Editortof the Louitfille Journal: 

Ghntlbuin: It may be Of soma interest to 
your readers to know something in regard to 
how we are progressing politically in the First 
District, Well, yesterday was the first de- 
monstration we have had, and it was a glori- 
ous day for the eecesh. Early in the day the 
town secesh could be seen standing about in 
•mall squads, evidently pleased and expecting 
something good to happen. Then the country 
secesh commenced pouring in from all direc- 
tions, and by 10 o'clock our little village bore 
quite a bus-Ming appearance. But the Union 
men couldn't understand what was going 
ou. Thoy knew something unusual would 
surely take place; but what it was we 
couldn't imagine, until the courthouse bell 
rang, announcing that L. S. Trimble, the bo- 
gus Union candidate for Congress, would ad- 
dress the people. What their reasons were for 
not making the occasion public could be read- 
ily understood when that gentleman com- 
menced speaking. If H. C. Burnett were to 
Break back from ihe rebel army and make 
one of his "soul-stirring" appeals to the 
"Southern chivalry," he could not have pro- 
duced a greater amount of enthusiasm than 
was shown and clearly depicted in the coun- 
tenances of the secesh.

Jo?" We have no patience with those pre- 
tended Union men who are continually de- 
nouncing our Government and our military 
leaders for such acts as they have nothing to 
say against when committed by rebels. We 
have heard a good deal lately about the de- 
struction of private property by our troops. 
Such destruction, when not required for the 
accomplishment of military purposes, ia a 
crime. It is said that the small town of Dari- 
en in Georgia was recently burned by our 
forces. We do not know how the act was 
provoked, or .whether it was provoked at all. 
Host likely it was an atrocity, and, if it was, 
it should be punished, as all other atrocities of 
the kind should be, with the utmost severity. 
But certainly, as a general and almost univer- 
sal rule, our armies, in their many marchings 
throughout the South and in their occupancy 
of thousands of Southern-plantations and hun- 
dreds of Southern cities and towns and villa- 
ges, have shewn the highest regard for private 
property and private rights. Their conduct 
has been an honor to their country, and any 
sweeping abuse of them as burners and depre- 
dators is an intolerable calumny. No armies 
in the world have ever carried on a higher and 
more humane system of warfare than our own. 
No government ever exhibited so much for- 
bearance toward a fierce and cruel enemy as 
ours has done. 

The rebels were very quick to set the exam- 
ple of the destruction of private property. Of 
course such property is or should be as 
sacred upon the water as upon the land. There 
cannot be a pretext for the slightest distinc- 
tion. Now we all know that the destruction 
of private property upon the ocean has been 
find is one of the main reliances of the 
rebel government in the war. Without that 
reliance, our enemies would feel themselves all 
but powerless. It is their boast that a single 
one of their privateers or pirates has captured 
and burned and sunk not less than eighty 
merchant- vessels laden with the possessions of 
private citizens. It is their boast that the pri- 
vate property thus destroyed amounts to mil- 
lions and. tens of millions of dollars, and that 
even the actual destruction has done far less 
pecuniary injury to our merchants and other 
private citizens than has been done in the 
partial expulsion of our navigation from 
the ocean by the dread iaspired by rebel 
privateers and pirates. Even our fishing- 
smacks, owned and laden by one of the 
humblest and most inoffensive classes 
of men in the world, and constituting the 
•whole means of subsistence for tens of 
thousands of poor families, have been syste- 
matically sought in their known haunts, and 
remorselessly consigned to destruction, and 
the perpetrators of the vandalism are bound- 
lessly honored for their work by the rebel 
Government and all its sympathizers in Ken- 
tucky and throughout the United States. 
The private property annihilated by the rebels 
upon the ocean amounts in value to fifty 
Dariens, yet some Union men, so called, who 
are shocked, and we presume justly, at what 
■was done to Darien, cannot find time or 
heart to be shocked at the authorized and 
wholesale piracy of the rebels. 

All the guerilla leaders, even the very 
"worst of them, it is well known, carry regular 
Confederate commissions in their pockets. 
But mark their conduct. Mark the conduct 
of Gen. John Morgan, whose friends and ad- 
mirers claim for him that he is somethiug 
better than a guerilla. Never has he paid 
the least respect to private property where it 
■was or seemed to be his interest to seize it. 
lie has devastated fields and dwelling-houses 
and stores and stables, it not by fire, at least 
by pillage and robbery. But he has devasta- 
ted by fire, as the fate of fifteen or sixteen 
dwelling-houses and shops, burned the other 
day in Lebanon, bears witness. If he has not 
committed or authorized burnings of private 
property in fifty cases, they have at least been 
tcrpetrated under his notorious sanction. And 
his men, with his knowledge and consent, have 
revelled not only in robbery and incendiarism 
but in murder. All the Kentucky guerillas 
have done this; and, not satisfied with destroy- 
ing the property of private citizens, they have 
destroyed their lives. Barbarous murders, 
like that of Senator Sudduth, have been 
numerous in Kentucky. Men void of all of- 
fence except in being loyal, have often been 
found, in the tracks of guerilla bands, hanging 
upon trees. And in many portions of Missouri 
commissioned guerilla officers and their gangs 
have been even worse than in Kentucky. 
Extensive as the destruction of private prop- 
erty and life has been in the latter State, it 
has been more extensive in the former. Mis- 
souri has been desolated by fire and sword 
"wherever her rebel invaders or home guerillas 
could make their way. But can any one, 
loyal or disloyal, pretend that there has ever, 
been anything like retaliation in kind, either 
in Kentucky or Missouri, for all these 
atrocities? 

Earnestly, most earnestly, do we desire that 
all excesses and outrages should in this war be 
avoided. And, as we said, they have been 
avoided on the Federal side to a remarkable 
extent — to a very remarkable extent, consid- 
ering the provocations given by the rebels. 
The private property seized and destroyed by 
the Federal troops is, to that seized and de- 
stroyed by the rebels, but as a pennyweight 
to a pound, while on the part of the Federal 
forces, whether in armies, in regiments, in 
companies, or in squads, assassinations have 
been unknown. Gen. McClellan, Gen. 
Burnsidc, Gen. Hooker, Gen. Sherman, 
Gen. Grant, Gen. Buell, Gen. Rose- 
crans, Gen. Banks, and scores of others, 
have penetrated into the rebel Confederacy, 
some of them very far, yet the South itself can' 
bear witness, that, wherever they went, war, 
however vigorously waged, was tempered with 
a strict observance of human rights, and even 
with gentle mercy and kindness. Men who 
abuse the Federal troops for barbarism, and 
undertake to contrast it with what they call 
the forbearance of the rebels, may think they 
are patriots, but, if they are, we would have 
them take out a patent right for their patriot- 
ism, for they ought by all means to enjoy it as 
a monopoly.

USy-The rebels' views of civilized warfare 
are gradually developed, but they contrast 
very strongly with the protestations they have 
made when exaggerating the acts of tho Fed- 
eral armies, as the Richmond Enquirer did, 
under the significant heading of "Barbaric 
War." Our Generals were all pronounced 
monsters by that paper, and compared with 
the most brutal of the Goths, Vandals, and 
Tartars. When Lee iuvaded Pennsylvania he 
controlled his men from plundering at first, 
for fear the richer prizes should escape him. 
But the Richmond Whig of Thursday, July 2, 
even while Lee was getting terribly punished 
at Gettysburg, not knowing the fate of his 
army, and deceived by rumors of its success, 
put forth the following atrocious suggestions 
as to what he should do when he had subju- 
gated Pennsylvania: 

The Coal Fields of Pennsylvania. — If it 
be true that the Confederate forces occupy 
Harrisburg, the attention of the Commanding 
General will no doubt be directed to the coal 
fields, which lie within forty or fifty miles of 
that city. His first aim will be to cut all the 
railroad connections, and thus put a stop to 
the transportation of fuel. His next will be 
to destroy the most costly and not easily re- 
placed machinery of the pits. Whether he 
would stop at this is questionable. He might 
set fire to the pits, withdraw the forces sent 
out on this special duty, and leave the heart 
of Pennsylvania on fire, never to be quenched 
until a river is turned into the pits, or the vast 
supply of coal is reduced to ashes. 

All that is needed is to seize the anthracite 
fields, destroy the roads and the machinery of 
the pits, set nre to the various mines and leave 
them. Northern industry will thus be par- 
alyzed at a single blow. 

These views may have induced Gen. Lee to 
move upon Harrisburg. We doubt whether 
be would fire the mines, but the destruction of 
the Mauch Chunk Railroads and pit-imple- 
ments would be as legitimate as blowing up 
tunnels and aqueducts or burning bridges. Of 
one thing we may be sure — that whatever is 
best to be done will be done by Gen. Lee, and 
if he thinks fit to destroy the Pennsylvania 
mines, they will certainly be destroyed. 
Should he leave them untouched, it will he for 
the best of reasons. But it is impossible not 
to indulge the hope that he will avail himself 
of the tremendous power which the possession 
of the coal fields, even temporarily, would 
confer. 

Those who have howled and fumed and 
raved over the stone blockade ot Charleston 
harbor as an unparalelled atrocity will per- 
haps attempt to justify that suggestion to de- 
stroy all the stone coal of Pennsylvania, and 
the diabolical plan to fire the heart of that 
State. These recommendations are made, not 
as a military necessity, but to paralyze indus- 
try. We do not think a more fiendish 
article was ever penned by mortal, than this 
one we have extracted from the Whig. It will 
condemn its author to an immortality of in- 
famous venom, like that of the barbarian who 
burned the Alexandrian library or the drunk- 
en brute who fired the temple of Persepolis. 



It is estimated that about one person 
out of every 40.41 of population will be 
drafted, fifty per cent of which is added for 
exemptions. We have heard it intimated 
within a day or two, that our recent successes 
may render a draft unnecessary. This we do 
not consider probable, as the Government 
must prepare for the expiration of the three 
years term of service, which will deplete our 
armies next year. The "wounded Error" m*y 
writhe and struggle in its dissolution lor a long 
time, and the strong arm will undoubtedly be 
requited to restore the supremacy of the law 
in many portions of the country, even after the 
rebellion has been abandoned. The fruit) of 
civil war will curse us for years. Men who 
have been taught that crime is patriotism, that 
sneaking theft is chivalric bravery, and that 
the maltreatment of all who differ from them 
in opinion is fightiag for the liberty of speech 
and freedom of conscience, will, for a long 
time, feel restive under the restraints of civil 
law. The guerilla horsethief of to-day will 
not feel like making a fair purchase to-morrow ; 
the man who now, in the name of the South- 
ern Confederacy, goes into a village store and 
robs its keeper of clothes, hats, and boots,will 
think that he has again ''lost his rights" if bills 
for those articles should hereafter be presented 
to him by Deppen, Green & Green, Marshall, or 
other of our trades people; the dishonest debt- 
or who has evaded the payment of his debts 
because the laws have been suspended will 
regard all actions ex contractu or ex delicto as 
innovations upon his personal liberty, while 
constables and sheriffs will be resisted by armed 
force. For these and other causes, the army 
of the Union cannot be weakened until the 
civil authorities have regained the ability to 
enforce the laws and the people have recovered 
their confidence in the courts and their respect 
for our State and Federal institutions. 



The light which is beginning to break 
forth from North Carolina brings with it the 
most cheering influences. The Raleigh Stan- 
dard of the 23d ult. proposes and urges a con- 
vention of all the States to procure peace by a 
reconstruction of the Union or by peaceable 
separation, but the same number of the paper 
contains a long article attributed to the Hon. 
William A. Graham, which denies the right 
of secession from the Federal Government, 
affirms the right of coercion by the Federal 
Government, denies the justice on the propri- 
ety of the rebellion, and asserts that North 
Carolina has the right to withdraw from the 
Confederacy at her option. The Standard 
also republishes an article, which was made 
the pretext of the arrest of the Rev. R. J 
Graves last fall, on a charge of a treason to 
the Confederacy. He has lately been dis- 
charged, but the Sentinel approves the whole 
spirit and sentiment of the article upon which 
his arrest was predicated. All these things 
look like rebellion against the rebellion. 



The rebel General Early, when he late- 
ly took possession of York in Pennsylvania, 
addressed the citizens, telling them that he 
hoped the treatment they met with at the 
hands of his soldiers bad opened their eyes to 
the odious tyranny under which it was appa- 
rent to all they were groaning. Fearing, 
however, that this "eye opener" was not suffi- 
cient for the staid burghers of York, and te 
exemplify the real meaning of "odious tyran- 
ny," Early ordered them to pay one hundred 
thousand dollars, certain quantities of beef, 
flour, bacon, groceries, clothing, &e. If the 
hou3eof York "couldn't see it" before, it saw 
it then. 

S®"Col. Markland seems always to be on 
hand at the capture of any place to re-open its 
post-office and re-establish postal communica- 
tions. He is indefatigable and almost ubiquit- 
ous. At Bowling Green, Nashville, Memphis, 
Yicksburg, and other points, he has placed the 
long-beleaguered cities in intercourse with 
the outside world almost as soon as the fare- 
well 6hot was fired. The postal service has no 
more energetic agent, and if there were grades 
of promotion in the department he ought to 
be a Major-General at least. If we were Pres- 
ident he should be our Postmaster-General. 



The city was alive yesterday with the 
parades of newly mustered troops. Several 
companies passed our office, and their meas- 
ured tread with the command of their officers, 
"right! left!" made us realize that the people 
knew they were right, and would resist rebel- 
lion until there was no vestige of it left.

our vicksbukg lktteb. 
.Camp in Rear op Vicksbcro, / 
June 29, 1803. f 

Had occasion yesterday to visit McPherson's 
and Sherman's lines. First rode across to- 
wards the twin 84's on Logaa's front, but they 
being hot at work with a rebel battery of 04 1 
toward the river on the second ridge, my ani- 
mal's neiroua system rebelled, and I was 
obliged to flanK them on the right. Just as 
we reached the road which Logan graded 
through the hills — his main approach — a rebel 
64 shell plunged into the hill-side about 25 
feet to the right of us. Quick as thought I 
sprang from my horse and became instantly 
converted to squatter doctrine. The shell 
didn't buret! but /did — with laughter, in 
witnessing the futile and comical attempts of 
another horsemen near me, trying to force his 
horse up a bank where a squirrel would have 
failed. Said horseman was my companion— 
his name, Sale. During his fright I fancied a 
card hanging to his horse's tail reading "fob 
ealb!" We now perceived that we were in 
range of said rebel battery, therefore took the 
advice of prudence, left valor out of the ques- 
tion, and sought cover in a ravine. S. took 
charge of my horse while I went in search of 
Gen. Logan s headquarters. Passed up into 
his main defences and throueh to the cele- 
brated "lookout." Couldn't resist the temp- 
tation to again ascend its dangerous precincts, 
although shelled out on my first visit. The 
bullets were flying around in the most care- 
less manner, and so thick that it wasn't con- 
sidered healthy to show one's caput 
above the works. Reached the lookout 
in safety, and commenced taking a survey of 
the rebel works, city, etc. Was taking a last 
losd look at the fort in chancery — the one 
which Logan blew up — occupied a portion of 
the same, while the rebs command the rear of 
it, and uncomfortably near, too. This was the 
point that riveted my attention, when a reb 
bullet dashed through between two six-inch 
square timbers, bruising my thumb and tear- 
lnir away about five cents worth of hide. Hur- 
rah ! First blood for reb on the first round. 
Not having arms with me I declined taking 
another, so I ingloriously retreated. 

I owe this slight barking to a red-shirted 
Buckeye, with coon-skin cap, who injudicious- 
ly exposed a part of his person for a moment, 
which drew fire on us. 

Gen. Logan has two headquarters, one his 
fighting headquarters, the other his peace 
headquarters. 1 found him at the former, 
which are located about thirty feet from the 
two pet 84-pounders, and nearly in their rear, 
on the hillside. 

Found the General polite and affable as 
usual, while a portion of his staff were in an- 
imated conversation concerning the reduction 
of the formidable rebel battery in their front. 
It had bnrst several shells quite near ^doing 
no damuge that 1 could learn), and being in 
position, well protected, and masked, they 
fo ind it difficult to reach it. 

The country hereabout is'formed something 
like a certain "patch deown East," where they 
sow grain with a shotgun, and shoe their 
sheep that they may be able to climb over the 
almost perpendicular hills. It is a decided 
novelty to see with what ingenuity the sol- 
diers have built domicils in the hillside. Pic- 
ture to yourself excavations generally about 
eight feet square — many smaller — often in 
rows both laterally and longitudinally, rising 
from base to summit with terraces, and ceiled 
and covered with cane or bamboo stalks. 
Some of these habitations are really pictur- 
esque, clean, and comfortable, far surpassing 
the huts I have seen in Mexico and Central 
America, which were used for permanent res- 
idences. The neatest here is one built by cut- 
ting the stalks for walls of a uniform length 
and binding them close together with thongs 
of bark peeled from elm and gum trees. Tne 
front is often in lattice style, open, perpendic- 
ular work, overlaid with stalks diagonally, 
representing diamond interstices. The same 
material is used for cots, by setting four posts, 
two cross pieces, and laying cane stalks length- 
wise. These beds are elastic and quite easy, 
and much cooler and healthier than sleeping 
on the earth. 

Drew rein a few minutes at Gen. Steel's 
headquarters, which 1 found cool and really 
pleasant— somewhat romantic, out of danger, 
and quiet. Found the roads dry, very dusty, 
and the thermometer 95°. The meridian hour 
having rolled around, our appetites became 
clamorous for rations, so a pie ( ?) was pur- 
chased from an itinerant travelling commissa- 
ry's sub-sergeant's clerk's orderly, and we re- 
tired to a log for lunch. The crust was a 
white-brown, cloudy-gray, the edge ornament- 
ed with thumb-nails and dirt. The compo- 
nent parts inside (after a severe test of smell- 
ing, tasting, feeling, and seeing), we finally 
decided upon, and hereby render our "verdict ' 
as follows: 

Nine quarters of dried, buggy, wormy apples. 

Five blue bottle flies, well manipulated. 

One beetle, do. do. 

Four ants, do. do. 

Seven hairs of carroty hue. 

One half pint of dish water, enriched pro- 
fusely with grease — economy in water and 
shortening. 

Sans spice — sans cinnamon — sans raisins — 
sans cloves — sans sugar — sans everything fit 
for a uhite man or black dog. 

Said pie was (a part of it) left on the log, 
the remainder we carried a little while and 
left it on the road. We are now taking qui- 
nine to get up a new appetite. 

Passed on around to Sherman's lines, on 
the extreme right, which rests on or near the 
river. Saw our old camping ground of last 
December, on Chickasaw Bayou, and the bir 
over which the 6th Missouri infantry charged 
under the murderous fire of the enemy. The 
fortifications on the ridge are well planned 
and extensive, but not halt as formidable as 
these we are now investing nearer the city. 
Entered one of their magazines which is built 
of heavy sawed pine timber, and well pro- 
tected with earth. 

From all I have seen of the rebel lines, their 
defences, and natural lay of the ground, it is 
my opinion that Vicksburg can be much 
easier taken, and with less loss of life, on Gen. 
Sherman's front, than in any other place. 
Here the rebel chain of earthworks are on a 
less altitnde generally, and, judging from their 
artillery firing, much less artillery bearing on 
us. \\ e can also concentrate a greater force 
on the enemy, as we can close in on this el 
bow and compel them to fall back. 
| |There is a rumor afloat that the enemy has 
built 300 skiffs, canoes, and small barges, on 
which to cross to Young's Point the first fa- 
vorable opportunity. As the Dutchman says, 
"I pronounce him von tarn lie 1" 

June 30. — The enemy have killed and 
wounded more of our men to-day than for a 
week past. By BOme means they have got a 
knowledge of our camp, and about noon 
shelled us with a will. It is quite probable 
that we are at least even with them. 

Gen. Burbridge has the most extensive 
works and the nearest to completion of any 
on the whole line which I have seen or heard 
from. Gen. Logan pushed his works through 
on one line, concentrating all his energies to 
the sole object of gaining possession of the 
fort, which he in part now occupies. So far 
he has been very successful, still not entirely 
so. 

On the other hand, Gen. Burbridge has en- 
gineered, and been the prime mover in caus- 
ing two parallel lines of rifle-pits to be com- 
pleted, and from the inner line he has run 
branches meanderingly toward the principal 
fort, the strongest on the whole line. A part 
of this work has been very heavy, tunnelling 
in two places having been necessary to protect 
the troops. We are now so near that working 
parties have to be very cautious, and ordina- 
ry conversation can be plainly beard. This 
evening some dare-devil of a reb crept out, 
and by the aid of turpentine fired our breast- 
fascine, protecting the ditch as we advanced. 
"Z. Joe Johnston, like Micawber, must be wait- 
ing in the rear for something to "turn up f 
Well, I trust he will not be obliged to wait 
long, for, if our powder burns, we shall soon 
turn up several of the rebel forts — walk in 
and say to Pemberton: "You spunky rene- 
gade rebel, cussyou — Surrender! He'U'ans- 
wer — Grant-ed; and we'll commence ship- 
ping off prisoners to the North where they 
can get something to eat and recuperate, so 
that their friends will know them when ex- 
changed. . 

July L — Was ushered in with a salvo of 
shells, bumming, whizzing, yelling, tearing, 
and bursting directly o'er our sleepy heads, 
knocking Morpheus into the middle of six 
midnights hence, causing the abrasion of shins 
in scrambling for army blue encasings, and 
scared our cook so far away that we shall un- 
doubtedly be obliged to postpone breakfast 
until to morrow morning! 

Our 30th and 64th soon opened on and si- 
lenced the new rebel battery, not new guns, 
but new position. This is a game they have 
played since our first arrival. If Qen. Graat 
holds to his promise, t. e., be in Vicksburg on 
the 4th of July, he will soon haye to com- 
mence operations. In the meantime, I would 
say to you Northerners, see that Harrisburg, 
Pittsburg, and Baltimore don't fail about the 
time Yicksburg does. CADIZ ORION.

Military Organization or this Citizens — 
The organization of the citizen into military 
companies made fine progress yesterday. 
About forty companies were completely or- 
ganized, and several others will make a full 
report this morning. Gen. Boyle intends to 
secure us against Morgan raids hereafter by 
making our military organization a perma- 
nent one. As soon as the organization of the 
companies is completed they will be arranged 
in regiments and brigades, and regularly 
drilled. Every man will be required to at- 
tend every drill. We can havo in this city a full 
division. 

Morgan's Barbarity. — When the full his- 
tory of the stupendous crimes committed by 
that bandit and murderer, John Morgan, is 
•written, it will be a volume of barbarous 
deeds and fiendish outrages such as a bloody 
pirate of the olden time well might shudder 
at. A story comes to us, well authenticated, 
of anether murder done at bis guilty instiga- 
tion. After the capture of the Twentieth 
Kentucky, at Lebanon, they were compelled 
to march all the way to Springfield, on foot 
of course, and were compelled to make time 
nvith the well-mounted rebel cavalry. Many 
cf the soldiers, from sheer exhaustion, gave 
out, and in every instance were treated in the 
most inhuman, unfeeling manner. One poor 
fellow, a sergeant in the regiment above men- 
tioned, not being well, gave out, and asked 
to be transported by 6ome other means, as he 
could not proceed further. He was ordered 
forward, and told that if he did not go death 
■would be the consequence. He started, bat a 
few steps further on his strength entirely 
gave way, and he fainted, falling by the way- 
Bide. Morgan deliberately ordered his brains 
knocked out, which was done quickly by one 
of his followers with a clubbed musket. He 
•was left lying where he had thus been fiend- 
ishly murdered until some of his comrades, 
paroled at Springfield, were permitted to go 
back and bury him. They dug a mud grave 
and deposited his dead body in it, the best 
hat could be done for the poor, unfortunate 
soldier under the circumstances. We hope 
to bear no more prating of this inhuman 
•wretch's chivalry. 

t©" TtK- Lexington Observer says that the 
raid of Morgan's forces upon Lebanon created 
the apprehension that he would try to pay 
that place another visit, and on Monday even- 
ing the city was all astir. The army stores 
were all removed, the great trains of wagons 
presenting an animated spectacle. The 48th 
Pennsylvania marched to Fort Clay prepara- 
tory to a defence of the city, while raaay citi- 
zens began to seriously consider the propriety 
of a Bkedaddle. Previous to his departure for 
lis command, Gen. Hartsuff issued the follow- 
ing general order:

Richmond Bbsibosd — The New York Trib- 
une editorially says that Gen. Dix on the 
Peninsula is swiftly and steadily at work, and 
has already completely isolated Richmond 
from the rebel armies on all sides of it. The 
bridges on the South Anna are broken, the 
Fredericksburg and Richmond and the Vir- 
ginia Central Railroads are in his possession,

imminent. Other accounts estimate the rebel 
ibrces at from fifteen to twenty thousand. 

IgyThe new two-cent stamps which have 
just been issued by the Department to meet 
the demand created by the new law fixing the 
rate on drop letters, circulars, transient printed 
matter, &c, at two cents, are black in color, 
and bear a finely engraved head of Gen. An- 
drew Jackson. The portrait occupies nearly 
the entire surface of the stamp, and the char- 
acter of the engraving is such that the process 
of defacement, to which it must be subjected, 
is easily and effectually performed.

Inhuman Outrages Perpetrated. 



"Oner R. Pswell, Esq., departed this life 
in Covington, on the night of the Cth inst., in 
the ninety-third year of his age. Born in 
Orange county, Virginia, May 17, 1771, four 
years before the bi caking out of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, he was, at the time of his 
death, perhaps, the oldest man in Northern 
Kentucky, and among the oldest on this con- 
tinent. 

Prisoners Arrived. — Two prisoners, taken 
Indiana, near Cory don, and belonging to 
Morgan's guerillas, were brought to New 
Albany last night. Their names are A. B. 
Arnold, Sergeant, company G, Gano's Third 
Kentucky cavalry, and private W. B. Simp- 
Bon, company I, Duke's Second Kentucky. 
They were confined in the jail. 



"One hundred and ten citizens of the 
Eighth Ward met at the Rescue Engine-house 
last evening, and organized themselves into a 
company, under the name of Mundy Guards.

The New Albany Ledger states that the 
rebels, as soon > - they landed on Indiana soil, 
commenced a system of plunder and outrage, 
for which John Morgan's name has already 
become infamous. At Mauckport the houses 
of citizens were entered and the furniture 
broken, bed clothing and carpets torn in tat- 
ters, clocks and mirrors smashed up, and a 
speeiel of land piracy carried out which would 
have disgraced even the West India Bucca- 
neers of the era of Lafitte. This the Ledger 
has from dozens of persons who have seen 
for themselves the desolation wrought, and 
witnessed the infernalism of the malice which 
seems to govern the great chief freebooter of 
the expedition. 

These outrages, so far we can learn, charac- 
terized their entire route from Mauckport to 
Corydon. They reached Corydon at 5 o'clock 
yesterday evening, and, without even de- 
manding a surrender of the town, threw a 
number of shells into it among helpless women 
and children. Along the road from Mauck- 
port to Corydon nearly every house was rifled. 
Near Corydon a minister named Glenn, who 
owned the finest house in that section, fired 
upon the rebels. He was dragged into his 
house by his wife, who closed the door. Tha 
rebels burst open the door, wounded him 
through bp in thighs, set the house on fire, 
and left Glenn to perish in the flames. His 
wife and other ladies in the house carried him 
out to an orchard, and thus saved him from 
being roasted alive. Near Mauckport they 
also killed Garrett Hunt, and, just above the 
town, mnrdered William Frahee. 

At Corydon ail the stores and houses were 
rifled, and the wanton destruction of property 
seemed to be the great object of the raiders. 
When the town was captured five hundred of 
Col. Jordan's Home Guards were made pris- 
oners, the balance of them escaping ia the di- 
rection of Palmyra. 

Near Corydon an old citizen, Wm. Heth, 
fired upon the rebels. He was the keeper of 
the toll-gate this side of Corydon. The rebels 
shot him dead and burned bis house. They 
also burned a fine stone mill in the neighbor- 
hood of Corydon. Caleb Thomas, of Ed- 
wardsville, was killed near Corydon. He was 
shot through the forehead. Jeremiah Nance, 
of Laconia, wai also killed near Corydon. 

From Corydon Morgan moved to Palmyra, 
Harrison county. Here his men were allowed 
every license in the destruction of property, 
aud many of the grossest outrages were per- 
petrated upon unoffending citizens. 

Horse-stealing is the order of the day with 
the raiders. We learn that they have already 
stolen from six to seven hundred head, all fine 
•animals. At Corydon, Douglas Denbo, & 
Co., and S. J. Wright were the principal suf- 
ferers financially — although all the merchants 
and mechanics suffered more or less from the 
robbers. 

From Palmyra the route of Morgan was 
toward the railroad, by way of Greenville, 
Floyd county. At eight o'clock yesterday 
morning his scouts were four miles this side 
of Greenville and only eight miles from New 
Albany. 

By despatches received from an officer in 
command of a body of our troops between 
New Albany and Salem, we learn that the 
rebels have burned the depot and several other 
buildings at Salem, and torn up the railroad 
in a number of places. 

The bridge across Blue river, at Farrabee's 
StatioD, between New Albany and Salem, 
was burned about ten o'clock yesterday 
morning. 

Just before the wires were cut, which was 
done early yesterday in the forenoon, the 
operator telegraphed that Morgan's force had 
entered the town and he was off for safer 
quarters. He took his instruments with 
him. 

Morgan is moving in two columns on par- 
allel roads, and has a most thorough system of 
scouts and spies. 

We received yesterday evening the follow- 
ing despatch from Dr. Haskins, General Ticket 
Agent of the New Albany and Salem Rail- 
road: 

"It is reported that Morgan has burned the 
town of Salem, or part of it. He has burned 
Blue river bridge, on our road, near Salem, 
and torn up the track. He will probably go 
east from there." 

The very latest intelligence from Morgan is 
that he is in the neighborhood of Canton, 
which place is situated between the two rail- 
roads. He is reported to be going in a south- 
easterly direction, and toward Madison, in- 
tending to cut the Jeffersonville Railroad at 
or n<ar Vienna, Scott county. In this design 
he will in all probability be frustrated, how- 
ever. Trees are being felled across all the 
roads leading in that direction, and cannot 
posssbly take his artillery through while the 
obstructions are in the way. 

Colonel Dunham is reported to be advancing 
on his front with a large force, and will prob- 
ably check Morgan and compel him to face 
about and meet Gen. Hobson, who is directly 
in his rear. He certainly has no earthly cljance 
of escape, and will be captured with his entire 
command. Even if he was to succeed in defeat- 
ing our forces, which is altogether improba- 
ble, he will have to face and fight a more for- 
midable foe still before he can recross the 
Ohio into Kentucky. 

Morgan has become famous for daring deeds, 
but for once he has been outwitted, outgen- 
eraled, and doubtless believing himself invin- 
cible, has attempted a raid of too great magni- 
tude and hazard, and will have to pay the 
penalty for hi3 indiscretion. 

No trains will be despatched on either the 
JeffersoLville or New Albany Railroads to- 
day.

The objects of the meeting were briefly ex- 
plained by Senator W. W. Gardiner to be the 
nomination of candidates for the party at the 
next ensuing August election. 

The last regular August election of county

A. R. Johnson, of the Southern army, tho 
present incumbents held their places by ap- 
pointment. 

W. W. Gardener was nnaTiimousiy nomina- 
ted as Senator from the counties of Union, 
Crittenden, and Webster. 

Jonathan R. Hughes was nominated to rep- 
resent the county in the next House of Rep- 
resentatives. Mr. D. C. James was nominated 
for the office of Circuit Clerk. Mr. II. B. Ea- 
tv was nominated for the office of Counly 
Clerk. Mr. Jno. W. Gregory was nominated 
for the office of Sheriff. 

Tbe Louisville Journal was requested to 
publish the proceedings of the meeting, and 
then the meeting adjourned with three cheers 
for the Union and the Army of the Potomac.

[We do not understand the above as regards 
the Senatorial nominations. By the appor- 
tionment act of February 27, 18tJ0, Union 
county is appended to the Fifth District, and 
Crittenden to the Fourth, while Union and 
Hopkins constitute the Fifth District. The 
act establishing the county of Webster, ap- 
proved the same day, assigns it to a blank 
Senatorial District, and we do not recollect 
any subsequent legislation on the subject. 
The resolution of December 21, 1861, author- 
izes Crittenden, Livingston, and Caldwell 
countieB to elect ff Senator this year for the 
Fourth District, and Union and Hopkins an- 
other Senator for the Fifth District. There 
therefore seems to be no legal Senatorial con- 
stituency embracing the counties of Union, 
Crittenden, and Webster, which Mr. Gardner 
is authorized to represent, though he was a 
member of the last Senate as the successor to 
Mr. Cissell from tbe Fifth District of Hopkins 
and Union.

tO?" As soon as a man becomes distin- 
guished, it is imperatively necessary to know 
his political status. Last spring Gen. Meade 
wrote a letter in response to an invitation to 
attend the meeting at New York in Union 
Square, in which he said: 

My views, which you ask for, are very brief 
and simple. They are, that it is, and should 
be, the Dndoubting and unfaltering duty of 
every citizen of the Republic to give his wuole 
energies, and to contribute all the means in 
his power to the determined prosecution of 
the war, until the integrity of the Government 
is re-established and its supremacy acknowl- 
edged. Deprecating a9 useless all discussion 
as to the cause of the war, the fact of its ex- 
istence, and the necessity for its continuance 
should alone occupy us. For its successful 
pto.-ecutlcn and termination, I am clearly of 
lhe opinion there is only required union 
and harmony among ourselves, and the bring- 
ing to bear men and means proportionate to 
the power and resources of the country. 

How Gen. Reynolds was Killed. — Mijor- 
General Reynolds was placing his men when 
he was fatally wounded, and urging them on 
to the support of Gen. Buford. He cried out 
in his enthusiasm, "For God's sake I forward, 
my brave boys — forward I" And forward 
they did go — that iron brigade of old Cclonel 
Meredith's, which has never failed since the 
war be>.an. Just then Gen. Reynolds received 
his fatal wound, and, falling over upon Capt. 
Wilcox, his aid, who was riding beside him, 
he exclaimed, "Good God, Wilcox, I am 
kdled." 



A petition to the Secretary of the 
Navy, circulating among the insurance offices 
in Boston, calls attention to tha necessity for 
protecting our European trade and our fish- 
eries by an adequate naval force, solely under 
the authority of the Government. The mem- 
orialists ask that two or three powerful and 
fast vessels may be detailed to protect these 
interests; and that one or more small, well 
armed steamers be sent to the vicinity of the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, where the principal 
fishing fleet usually centres between July and 
Novembtr.

About 2,500 prisoners have arrived within 
the last few hours by the Northern Central 
Railroad. 

Tbe following items* are taken from the 
Richmond Despatch of the 8th: 

Goldtboro, July 4. — Letters from reliable 
sources, dated Kingston, la=t night, report an 
engagement progressing between the retreat- 
ing enemy and our forces near Trulbridge. It 
is supposed the enemy is cut off. 

Rotten Station via Jackson, Mist., June 5. 
Yesterday about twelve o'clock the Yankee 
cavalry crossed the Big Black and advanced 
into the interior, but were promptly met by 
Whitt field's brigade and driven across the 
river. 

A courier just in from Edward's Depot says 
t' e entire command of Geo. Osterhaus crossed 
tte Big Black, near that place, last night. If 
6~, they will have warm work to day. 

Urant is evidently feeling very uneasy in 
regard to events transpiring in his rear. 

There was very little firing at Vicksburg 
yesterday. 

Natclez. July 4, w'a Mobile, 5. — A Commis- 
sary from tbe trans-Mississippi Department 
say9 Vicksburg and Port Hudson are all well 
prot isioned. 

Gen. Lamar, of Texas, flays Generals Smith 
and Ma.ruder are fast augmenting their ar- 
mies. 

Gen. Taylor holds all th» Southerners as 
prisoners who have tnken the oath of alle- 
giance to the Lincoln Government. 

Tbe Despatch says of movements around 
Riebmond: 

The only information that we hive of the 
enemy' movements north of this city is that 
brought by trains on the Fredericksburg road, 
which arrived last night tor tbe first time 
for nearly a week past. They report that they 
could not hear of the Yankees either at Han- 
over Junction or South Anne Bridge, and that 
the roads — the Central and Fredericksburg — 
are now unobstructed. 

Baltimore, July 10. 
The Richmond Enquirer, of the 8th, says: 
Our loss is estimated at 10,000 at the battle of 
Gettysburg. Between 5,000 and 9,000 of our 
wounded arrived at Winchester on the 7th of 
July. Generals Armistead, Barke;dale, Kem- 
per, and (iarnet were killed, and Generals 
Scoles, I'enker, and Jones are wounded. The 
Yankee force is estimated at 175,000. The 
fighting lasted four days, and is regarded as 
lhe severest of the war, and the slaughter un- 
precedented. The enemy is said to have f jught 
well. We captured 40,000. 

N«w York, July 10. 
The steamer Ericsson, which arrived la-; 
night, reports having been chased on the 8'.b 
by a rebel privateer, supposed to be the Flor- 
ida or Southerner. The armnment of the 
Ericsson consisted only of one twenty-pounder 
Farrott and two six-pounder howitzers. 

Advices by the Corsica report the arrival of 
the steamers Alice, Raccoon, Kate, Antonis, 
Elizabeth, Ella, Annie, and Beauregard, from 
Charleston, and tbe Barshec, Lizzie, Flora, 
and Charleston, from Wilmington, all at Nas- 
sau. 

Nashville, July 10. 

Citizens of Franklin and Spring Hill report 
the country north of the Tennessee river filled 
with deserters from Bragg's army, mostly 
Tennesseeans. The number is estimated at 
from 10,000 to l.">,000. They refuse to leave 
Tennessee. Rosecrans's army retains the po- 
sition at Elk river. Tbe campaign is virtually 
ended. The Army of the Cumberland now 
hold Winchester, Shelbyvll'p, and Tullaboma. 

Weather very hot. Biver falling, with 8 
feet water on the shoals. 

The Louisville train arrived on time. 

New York, July 10.Q 

A Boston despatch says the pirate Florida 
wa? seen yesterday ten miles southeast of 
Gsghead burning a brig and fishing schooner. 

1 he Government has purchased the steam- 
ears Fonke, Densmorc, Mary Ann Ford, and 
United States. 

The dralt begins here to-morrow. In the 
Sixteenth Congressional District, Warren, 
Srx, and Clinton counties, it came off last 
Tuesday. It will be made throughout the 
State as fast as preparations can be made. 

St. Locis, July 10. 

A grand demonstration is in preparation for 
to-morrow night in honor of tbe recent glo- 
rious victories ia the East and West. All 
places of business-will be closed at noon at 
the request of the Mayor, and general re- 
joicing is the order of the day. Thousands of 
flags will be thrown to the breeze. The city 
promises to be batted in a flood cf light in the 
evening. 

Sas Francisco, July 9. 

City of Mexico dates, viaAcapulco to the 
lOih ot June, say that Juarez nrrived at Sin 
Lois Potosi on the 7th and established tbe 
seat of Government there. 

Tbe late garrison of the City of Mexico, 
numbering 19,000 men, is distributed at tbe 
most important points of that city. 

A portion of the French army entered the 
City of Mexico on the 8th. 

It is believed that Gen. Forey had sent a 
communication urging Get. Juarez's Govern- 
ment to accept t.-i .• • of peace. 

Dss Moines, Iowa, July 9. 
The Democratic Convention, after an ex- 
cited and stormy session, adjourned at three 
o'clock this morning. Martin L. Fisher, of 
Clayton, Iowa, was nominated for Governor 
and J. F. Duncombe, of Webster county, for 
Lieutenant-Governor. Fisher was voted for 
by the Mahony men.

I learn from the front this morning that on 
Wednesday, Pleasantin and Kilpatrick were 
engaged against Stuart and Fitzhugh Lee 
near Funkstown, where they drove the enemy 
and captured— [here the operator stopped.] 

New York, July 10. 

The steamer Corsica, from Havana on the 
4th aod Nassau on the Cth, has arrived. 

There is nothing important from Havana. 

Several insurrections have broken out in 
Venezuela in opposition to the treaty of peace 
recently signed. One of the Government war 
steamers had gone over to the insurgents. 

The Spanish steamer Isabella had sailed 
from Havana and Nsisau as a blockade 
runner. 

Boonksdoeo, July 9. 
A special to the Times says the rebels were 
drawn up in line of battle thirty-one miles 
from here this morning, on the road to Hagers- 
town. From there they extended toward the 
Potomac, in the vicinity of Bakersville. They 
are throwing up rifle-pits near Fairplay. and 
will probably wait for an attack. Our lorces 
are so placed that a collision may occur any 
hour. 

New York, July 10. 
A Boonesboro special despatch, dated on the 
evening of the 9th, reports heavy firing in the 
neighborhood of Funkstown, supposed to be 
Gen. French engaging the enemy. It is also 
reported that the rebels have a bridge across 
the Potomac at Williamsport. 

Frederick, July 9.

How Likct. Hazlitt was Killed. — The 
New York Herald's Gettysburg correspondent 
says: 

In trving to catch the final words of 'Gen. 
Weed, Lieut. Hazlett was kneeling, and bent 
his bead close to General Weed to receive his 
Jjing command, when a bullet, the unseen 
messenger of death, hit him in the fore- 
bead, and, falling on the bosom of his 
friend and associate, he breathed his life away 
without a word or groan. It was a touching 
spectacle to those witnessing it. Such, how- 
ever, are some of the natural incidents of war. 
Lieutenant Hazlett graduated at West Point 
in 1851. Though young, he was a uiist 
thorough and efficient as well as brave and 
popular officer. He was attached to General 
Griffin's old battery at the tirce of the forma- 
tion of the regiment, and ever Binco the pro- 
motion of the latter to he a Brigadier-General 
l as been in command of the battery. He was 
unmarried a^d bt s a mother at Zaaesville. 



TliK NILE EXPLORERS TELLING THE STOUV 
OF THKIB WANDERINGS. 

The member? of the Royal Institution held 
a special meeting in London on the 23d ulti- 
mo, to hear a lecture by Captain Speke on the 
discovery of the source of the Nile. The Prince 
of Wales was present, attended bv General 
Knoilys, Sir Roderick Murchison, and a nu- 
merous suite. The Prince was accompanied 
by lie Comte de Paris and several other mem- 
ber" of the late royal family of r'r.tiice. 

Before commencing bis lecture Captain 
Speke introduced to the audience two little 
black boys who were brought to England for 
education. He also desired public's- >o thank 
Sir Roderick Murchison and the Fellows of 
the Geographical Society for the assistance 
they had afforded him in proving the correct- 
ness of the conclusion at which he had ar- 
rived in 1858, that L^ke Victoria Nyanza was 
the source cf some great river and that that 
rher was the Nile. Time would not permit him 
to describe the whole of the incidents of his 
journey from Zanzibar to Egypt, which occu- 
pied two yeais and a half, and extended over 
a distance of more than three thousand mile?. 
He chose rather to give some account of tbe 
Wehuma end eome of the other tribe3 inhabit- 
i: g tbe shores of Lake Nyanza. 

Judging from tbe physical characteristics of 
t' ose tribes, he considered them to be descend- 
ed from the ancient Abyssinians — an ideo con- 
firmed by the traditions of the people, who, 
wlen questioned about their origin,*lways 
replied that they came from the North. Capt. 
Speke gave a long and interesting account of 
the history of the people of Unyero, tracing 
their kings down to the resent monarch. On 
the most fertile part of the shores of Lake Ny- 
anza, he said, is the kingdom of Uganda, which 
is the most interesting of all the nations of 
equatorial Africa, being better cultivated and 
better governed than any other. The cus- 
toms of Uganda are many of them most ir- 
regular. The princes having large harems of 
womon, their progeny is, of course, most nu- 
merous. When a king dies, all his sons are 
burnt except bis successor and two others, 
who are kept, in case of accident, until the 
coronation, after which one is pensioned off 
end the other banished to Unyoro. Untidi- 
ness in dress is a capital crime, except the of- 
fender possesses sufficient riches to pay an 
enormous fine. Ingratitude, or even neglect- 
ing to thank a person for a benefit conferred, 
is punishable. 

The court customs are also curious. No one 
is allowed to stind before tho King, and to 
touch him or look at one of bis women is 
death. They believe implicitly in magic and 
the evil eye, atd the kings are always attend- 
ed by a certain number of women crowned 
with dead lizards, and bearing bowls of plan- 
tain wine in their hands. The King of Ka- 
ragwe is the most civilized of all these native 
chiefs; before entering Uganda Capt. Speke 
spent many days with him. In manners, 
civility, and enlightenmeBt he might be com- 
pared i> ith many Europeans. He owes much 
of this to tbe influence of an Indian merchant 
named Montsa Mzouri, who helped him by 
bis advice to conquer his brother, with whom 
he was at war. Capt. Speke was much enter- 
tained with many of bis questions as to what 
became of the old suns and why the moon 
made Jfaccs at the earth. He also wanted to 
know whether England, of which be had beard 
f om the ivory traders, could blow up the whole 
of Africa with gunpowder. The moment the 
King heard that he was desirous of going 
north he sent messengers to thj King of Ugan- 
da to prepare the Way for him. Tbe King w^s 
most anxious to afford bim every possible in- 
formation about the country. 

While at the palace the King took him 
yachting on Murchison Creek for aeveral da^s, 
and he frequently went shooting with the 
princes of the court, who, when he had shot 
anything, would rush up to shake him hearti- 
ly by the hand — a custom little known in tint 
port of Africa. Before leaving they heard 
from the King Karasi that a body of white 
men had been seen to the north, who had 
killed numbers of the natives with a wonder- 
ful gun. This made Captain Speke most aux- 
ious to push on, as he supposed the party of 
white men to be that of Mr. Petherick, who 
had appointed to meet him. He then started 
lor Uganda with a numerous retinue. Before 
leaving King Rumanika's palace at Karagwe 
he had noticed on several occasions three or 
four lofty mountain peaks, more than ten 
thousand feet high. The king of Uganda sent 
an armed body of men to meet him, who con- 
ducted him through the kingdom. Every- 
where they went the people left their huts, 
leaving their provisions behind them. Tte 
fertility of this part is very great, and the 
scenery on the Bhorcs of the lake m03t beau- 
tiful. 

On arriving at the King of Uganda's capital 
Caj tain Speke found it necessary to wrap up 
all his presents in chirtz before sending them 
to the King, as nothing bare or naked could 
be looked at by his Majesty. He found the 
palace to consist of hundreds of conical tents, 
sprt ad over the spur of a hill. Thousands of 
courtiers and attendants were to be seen en- 
gaged in every conceivable occupation, frbm 
playing on musical instruments to feeding the 
royal chickens. On sending word to the King 
that he wished for an interview, that monarch 
sent back a sharp message that he was to sit 
on the ground aod wait until he was at liber- 
ty. Captain Speke, however, sent back word 
that he was a prince, and not accustomed 
either to sit on the ground or to wait! A 
courtier followed him, prophesying all kinds 
of evil from his presumption. 

Captain Speke, however, terrified the whole 
court, King and all, into submission by merely 
oienirg his umbrella, which they took to be a 
deadly weapon, killing by magic. A chair 
was consequently allowed to Capt. Speke, who 
was received by the King, surrounded by his 
court, and having by his side the women 
crowned with dead lizards, to ward off the ef- 
fects of the evil eye. Tbe King stared at bim 
for about an hour, at the end of which time 
his Mhjisty said, "Have you seen me? " and 
retired to another tent, where the same pro- 
cess of stariDg was followed by a similar in- 
quiry. Tbe King went into a "third tent, and 
Capt. Speke followed. This time, however, 
tbe monarch deigned to examine Capt. Speke's 
Whitwcrth rifle. Capt. Speke loid him that 
it was ;Le custom of the inhabttantj of the 
country of which he was a prince to m-ike 
presents of everything that they j>0S3essed to 
any king into whose country they en'ered. 
Ho accordingly left him several rifles and 
watches, and a quantity of gunpowder. He 
endeavored to engage his Majesty in conver- 
sation about PctUerick's party, and the possi- 
bility of opening trade through tho. north. It 
was a long time, however, before he gained 
his confidence. On leaving tbe King present- 
ed him with numerous very valuable presents. 

At Gondokoro Captain Speke met Mr. Ba- 
ker, tut the latter, hearing from Captain 
Speke that be bad not been able to explore 
the lake Luta Nzigi, Mr. Baker immediately 
setoff on an expedition in that direction, and 
Captain Speke has no doubt that by next year 
we shall know all about this supposed tributa- 
ry of the Nile. 

Captain Grant was present at this meeting, 
but made no speech. 

Shcckino MrRDER. — One of the most cold- 
blooded and atrocious murders on record to k 
place in tne eleventh concession of the town- 
ship of Richmond, on Sunday evening last. 
The perpetrator of the crime is about twenty 
years of age, a Canadian by birth, about the 
medium height, and cf low mental calibre. 
His name is Zachariah Fralick, a son of Mr. 
Peter Fralick, a near neighbor of the father of 
the murdered girl. It appears that this young 
man, or young brute, as tbe result proved him 
to be, had been for some time paying his ad- 
dresses to this Miss Elizabeth \ork, which he 
alleges were well received at first, accom- 
panied with promises of marriage, but latterly, 
for some reason, she appears to have turned 
her attention to another lover. Judging from 
remarks which fell from bis own lips, this 
feeling of jealousy, and the goadings of his 
associates taunts, exasperated him to rovenge. 
Knowing that Mi.-s York was on a visit to 
her uncle's, who lived about fifty rods 
f.om bis father's residence, he availed him- 
self of that opportunity to carry out his mer- 
ciless design. He appears to have waited on 
t^e rcadside until she was returning home, 
between nine and ten o'clock at night, -m "•, 
accosting ber, put his arms around her person 
in an endearing manner, when she slapped 
bim in the face with the back of her hand. 
Prisoner says this made him angry, and he 
struck her with his fist, then picked up a Iar^e 
stone, beat ber with it until he stunned her, 
and finally threw her over the fence to keep 
the hogs from devouring her. He then went 
home, bnt told no one of tbe occurrence until 
he was arrested on suspicion the following 
day, when his clothes were still besmeared 
with her blood. When asked by the wriier if 
she made any demonstrations of defence, he 
taid she did not, but screamed, "Oh, mercy I" 
and staggered back. 

The unfortunate girl was not m%sed until 
the following day, her parent* supposing that 
she was in bed. She was first discovered by 
a dog, whose barking attracted attention, and 
the parents and neighbors, following tbe faith- 
ful auimal, were led to the very spot whero 
the murdered girl lay. When they found 
ber, which was after the morning was well 
advanced. Bhe was still breathing, but died 
shortly atter. — Kingston Daily News. 

Fiendish Outrage by a Negro.— The Sulli- 
van (Indiana) Democrat of Thursday, says: 

Last Sunday evening a young lady, daugh- 
ter of Wm. Miller, aged about nineteen year3, 
while returning from a visit to some friends, 
near the river, was assaulted by a negro, about 
a mile from Watson's bridge, on the Carlisle 
and Merom road. The beast led her hor- e into 
a thicket near the creek, and attempted to 
commit an outrage on her person. The young 
lady struggled heroically and defeated bis effort 
to v.cccmplish his brutal purpo-e. The fieadiah 
monster then attempted to drown her in the 
"creek, and ro far succeeded in getting her over 
the stream thather bonnet fell in. Her piercing 
shrieks at last induced him to abandon 'the 
attempt, when he fled. 

Mifs Miller is a young lady of irreproach- 
able character. The people in the lower part 
of tbe connty, we understand, have given 
the negroes notice that the lost one of them 
must clear out within sixty days.

What bright, glorious hopes of the future 
filled his breast 1 The cruel ship which, 
was to bear bim away from his native 
land appeared more lovely in his eyes than 
aught had e'erappeared before. False dreams, 
fleeting hopes, how soon, alas, you lied. The 
new world is gained. It is a world of strung-* 
ers to the German pilgrim, and as the past 
riEes before the broken-hearted soldier, he 
remembers the taunts and sneers which ho re- 
ceived; be passes again through the dread 
ordeal of hope, fear, and painful labor. Not 
alone for himself does he struggle. By his 
side stands the lovely creature be wooei and 
won in ber lather's borne upon the Rhine, and 
for her sake he endures all things. But see, 
tbe features again relax — tbe remembrance of 
the proud moment when he enlisted to serve 
his adopted country is passing before hi3 
mind. The sad smile is gone. There are 
sorrows which cannot be cured; there are 
depths to the human heart which cannot be 
sounded, and the letter which the soldier re- 
ceived but yesterday has stirred his heart to 
its inmost depths with auguish. That letter 
told a fearful story — one of sorrow, hardship, 
and trcuhle at borne. And now the features 
assume that settled look of irretrievable dec- 
pair. God grant some fearful resolve has not 
been made. It is past tbe hour of midnight, 
the poor soldier has taken down bis gun from 
its usual resting place; all is quiet around; no 
sound is beard; the stars look down upon tbe 
earth, and seem to smile in very joy; tae sen- 
tinel passes bis lonely beat, wondering when 
be will see his friends again, when the sharp 
report of a musket is heard. He listens; all 
is as quiet as before, and presuming that it 
was but tbe accidental discharge of a piece in 
tbe bands of some negligent sentinel, he re- 
sumes his steady tramp, indignant that his 
thoughts should be thus disturbed.
